Those who have 
not registered by January 31 
must go to Immigration and

so; 

Cards and- all— materials 
needed by post offices in the 
registration are being mailed 
to the offices this month, but

- Alien registrations have 
been increasing.

Educational Philosophy 

I believe the basic objec- 
tive of education is to turn 
out a well-rounded individual 
i.e. one who .has not only the 
technical training necesssary 
to his occupation but also a 
liberal education which will 
permit him to discover new 
approaches to his work and 
help him to discover mean- 
ingg for his life. The edu- 
cated person should have the 
basic tools * necessary to eval-

With this basic objective 
in mind I can elaborate this 
philosophy as it would apply 
to ' the Lake County Junior 
College.
